in Chihuahua, Mexico, and for the 
military control of the border, but 
with the supplemental stipulation 
that the United States troops shall 
be sent into Mexico in pursuit of 
bandits at any time the American 
Government deems it necessary, was 


signed here November 24 by the 
members of the Mexican-American 
joint commission. 

One of the official copies was 
taken by Alberto J. Pani of the 
Mexican commission, who left here 
November 24 for New York, whence 
he will start Monday for Mexico 
to submit it to General Venystiano 
Carranza for his approval. The 
other copy will be delivered to the 
American Government by Secretary 
of the Interior Lane, chairman of 
the American commission, who left 
here for Washington. 

If the protocol is ratified by the 
two governments the Commission 
will reconvene December 8 to re- 
sume the discussion of other ques- 
tions affecting the two countries, es- 
pecially those related to the pro- 
tection of life and property of Amer- 
feans and other foreigners in Mex- 
feo. If ratification by either gov- 
ernment is withheld the work of 
the ‘conference willbe declared at 
an end. 

Where the adjourned sessions of 
the Commission will be held was 
not determined when the conference 
was finished. The question was left 
to Secretary of State Lansing and 
Ambassador-Designate Arredondo. 


Supreme Court Changes. 

There is not a single member of the 
Supreme court of President Harrison’s 
day now serving on the bench. Twenty- 
six years is not along time for con- 
tinuity of service in the lower courts. 
There are hundreds of jJudgeag appoint- 
ed at the age of thirty-five who are 
still in full mental vigor at seventy, 
and not a few cases of this kind are 
to be found in the lower federal and 
state courts. Even Chief Justice 
White, however, fs able to point to a 
judicial record of only twenty-six 
years. He was appointed by Cleveland 
in February, 1894, and all the members 
with whom he was associated at that 
time have passed away. President 
Taft had the honor of appointing a full 
majority of the Supreme court in the 
course of his four years in office. He 
appointed Justices Hughes, Van De- 
vanter, Lamar and Pitney. President 
Wilson has already made two appoint- 
ments—McReynolds and Brandeis— 
and now has another appointment to 
make. Despite all the changes that 
have taken place in recent years, more 
cases were disposed of by the Supreme 
court during its recent term than in 
any other term since 1890. A total of 
547 cases were decided, while in 1890 
there were 610 cases. There still re- 
main on the docket 522 cases.—Thomasg 
F. Logan, in Leslie’s Weekly.

WALLAOHIA IN FALKENHAYN’S 
@GRIP—MAOKENSEN HURIS 
TROOPS OVER DANUBE 


London. — Virtually the whole of 
western Wallachia, with its 10,000 
square miles, has fallen before the 
victorious sweep of Falkenhayn’s 
army. 

The Germanic troops November 24 
captured Orsove, the Roumanian 
stronghold near the iron gate of the 
Danube, and Turnu Severin, a big 
abipbuilding center a few miles to the 
southeast. Thus the Roumanians were 
swept out of the last bit of territory 
they held in western Wallachia. 

November 24 also saw the Teutons 
get off to a flying start on the second 
phase of the Roumanian campaign— 
the march on Bucharest. Falkenhayn’s 
troops continued their swift drive 
eastward from Craiova and by night- 
fall had crossed the Wallachian plain 
as far as the Alt river, an advance 
in two days of about thirty-five miles. 

At the same time Mackensen, on 
whose success depends the fate of the 
Roumanian capital, flung powerful 
forces at the Danubian line and at 
several points succeeded in winning a 
firm foothold on the Roumanian side 
of the river. 

Along the entire Danube line south 
and southwest of Bucharest savage 
fighting is now going on, with the 
advantage favoring the invaders. 


BRITISH HOSPITAL SHIP 
IS SUNK IN AEGEAN 

/London.—The British hospital 
ship Braemar Castle of $,289 tons 
gross, bound from Saloniki to Malta 
with wounded, has been mined or 
torpedoed in the Aegean sea, it 
was officially announced November 
24. 

An Wxchange Telegraph dispatch 
from Athens says that all of the 
passengers and crew of the steamer 
Braemer Castle were saved, except 
one, who was drowned. 


GERMANS DENY DIVER 
GONK BRITANNIC

IN CHIHUARUA FIGHT 


Heavy Artillery is Brought Into 


Play and Cavalry Completes 
Rout of the Bandit Force 


Chibuahua City.—Francisco Villa’s 
which was being used

against the Carranza troops, was 
struck by shell fire November 25 
and was abandoned near Fresnillo, 
southwest of the city. 


The shell holes and bullet marks 


were plainly seen on the sides of 
the big automobile when it was 
found on the battlefield after Villa 
abandoned it and rode away on 
horseback, 


The battle November 25 started 


soon after the telegraphic communi- 


cation with Juarez was cut. The 
wire went down at 10 o’clock a. m. 


and the battle started shortly before 


11 a. m. and was raging by 11:30 
The bandit’s attack covered 
the entire southern front from east 
to west with flanking operations to 
the east and west. 

The most desperate fighting oc- 


curred on Zarco avenue within the 
city. The bandits threw their best 
equipped forces against the intrench- 


ments which had been thrown up 
across this street and street fighting 
followed. The Villa forces made 


every possible effort to take these 
intrenchments, 
to the defenses of the city proper. 


which were the key 


In this fighting Villa is said to 


have captured the penitentiary and 


to have released all the prisoners. 

The de facto infantry met these 
charges with counter-charges and 
the battle raged back and forth in 
this narrow, adobe-lined street until 
the Villa bandits were driven out of 
the mouth of the avenue onto the 
plains, where they were raked with 
machine fun fire from the housetops 
and the artillery fire which had sup- 
ported effectively the infantry ef- 
forts. 

The losses on both sides are re- 
ported to be heavy. The wounded 
who fell outside the city could not 
be rescued from the ‘no man’s 
land’’ beyond the first line trenches 
because of the firing by both the 
bandits and the government forces. 


The wounded who fell within the 
city are being cared for at the mu- 
nicipal hospital, 
mand of Colonel Martinez, the staff 
surgeon of General Trevino. Women

The troops on both the bandit and 
government sides appeared very 
tired after three days of almost con- 
stant fighting. The government 
forces, however, were in good spirits 
and eager for more fighting. They 
celebrated the victories which they 
claim over the Villa bandits during 
the past fighting as they huddled 
around their camp fires in the first 
line trenches. 


Chihuahua City, Mexico.—Another 
attack by the Villa bandits from 
the east was begun at 6 o’clock No- 
vember 24 and was repulsed, as 
were the previous attacks by the 
bandits, with heavy losses to the 
attacking forces. : 

The machine guns again did dead- 
ly execution in the ranks of the 
bandits, who crept up from the 
ea-' under cover of a deep arroyo 
or dry wash. The rapid firers cut 
down the advancing thin lines of 
bandits like a mower in a field of 
standing grain. The dead and 
wounded were left on the battlefield, 
as was done in the previous as- 
saults. When the enemy broke and 
ran in disorder the heavy artillery 
took up the brunt of the fighting, 
as the machine guns were outranged. 
General Ozuna, commander of Gen- 
eral Trevino’s cavalry, pursued the 
bandits and completed their rout. 
The Villa forces fied toward the 
northwest and now are believed to 
be out of touch with the remaining 
Villa commands. 


8 MEXICAN WOMEN 
EXECUTED BY OARRANZA

alteration produces a fatigue, the cause 
of} which Is not understood by the pub- 
lic. In cities abroad, with streets sult- | 
ably lighted, the {llumination remains 
unnoticed, being agreeably uniform. 
The supertority of German street | 
umination cannot be ascribed to any 
particularly favorable factors. It 1s 
rather a refinement at every possible | 
‘point. The whole subject 1s treated in 
| & thoroughgoing manner, and improve- 
ments all along the line are adopted. 
Among the causes which are to | 
blame for conditions in the United 
States is that of lack of uniformity fn 
Systems aud installations in most of 
our cities. Along a given street will 
be found city lighting systems supple- 
mented by private lighting of a dif- 
ferent character, which produces a | 
jumbled and inartistic effect. Such 
condftions may nrtse from lack of
